It took me some time to learn the un- 

importance of tears in a work house. James 
Francis, the one-headed school master, into 
whose sterm grasp I had been resigned, was 
hardened by misfortune and brutal of temper- 
not a man to understand childish griefs.

In school the slightest error would 
be followed by a stinging blow from the ruler 
and a series of errors brought a vindictive 
scourging. Day after day, little wretches 
would be flung down on the stone floor in 
writhing heaps or stood with blinking eyes 
and humped backs, to receive the ruler or a 
ruffianly kick, Our tasks included sweeping the
